No paHSOniror.'i are 
rupoi-tod up to this tinio. 'I'lio cars wero 
fitted with Sowall lioators but caiii,'lit lire 
from tho locomotive iiiuuodiiUoly after 
leaving' tho track, and the mnil, biiijgiigo 
and parlor oars were burned. 

Late:i— Mail Clerk Caleb Palmer, of 
Bangor, arrived horo on tho uveiiing train 
from St. .John. Ho was on thu mail car 
in tho accident, and ho recL'ivcd some 
severe bruises, lie .sayn : " SVheii uo 
reached Boyd's Mills, tliu hcciio of tlie 
accident, I was sittin;,' on a table in front 
of tho oar. Chief Clork Mudgott, cf Dex- 
ter, was near mo, and .Joi n Caini)bell, 
clerk, was on the table. When tho shock 
oamo the caia went over hi aheap, rolling 
over soveriil tiiiii's. The train consisted nf 
ongiiie, mail ear, Ij.-i'^L^a'^c.Pulliiiau, MiiiuKor 
and three p.i.saciiyvi cars. Tlie lirst live 
left tho track, but the other t hree kept on 
rniiniriL; on tlio side track. 'I'lie mail, 
baggage, I'uUinau and smoker caught lire 
iirectly and wero consumed in lifteeii 
minutes. The tr.iin had been running at 
full 8i)ood and a misplaced switch caused 
tho dorailniont." Three men in tho luiiil 
car wore pinned in Llie tiiiiljers. iMudgett 
was under the .stove and Camiibell's back 
was broken. Palmer was held by tho 
logs. A dense siuoko and steam hung 
ovor tho cars. All shouted for helii. 
Mudgott firied to Palmer that he was be- 
ing burned and bade him' good-bye. Pal- 
mer thrust one hainl up through 
tho opening ami was removed tinally 
by tho rescuers. They wero iiniiblo to 
reach Campbell and Midgett before 
they wero burned to death. IJiirvey 
.Goodwin, tho tireman, was killed, iiiul 
Julius AdgeU, the engineer, was severely 
cut, but none of the passengers wero hurt. 
The injured iJero removed and their wants 
attondud to. The only car that had astovo 
was tho mail car. The tra'ck was cleared 
at throe o'clock.

R. M. tiri\nt, E. J. Liiiiiblyii and 11. 1'. 
Quoal. Tho party had planned to usher 
in Washington's birthday by firing a 
salute with cannon, and afterwards 
to return to tho college ground and throw 
bombs into tlio various dormitories. One 
was given to Rooksby to ex])lodo in the 
observatory hall; imother to iSmith to ex- 
plode in the North College; while a third 
was sent to Hubbard, the man injured. 
Ik seems thf^t Hubbard, wishing to back 
out of the Bohome, invited several of the 
upper class men to speiul tho evening 
with him, and that after tlioy left his 
room the bomb was handed to him witli 
instructions to explode it, when he heard 
thu reports of others. It is .supposed thai 
he became eiccited and in some way tho 
bomb exploded in his h»nd before he 



could throw it. Should Hubbard's in- 
juries prove fatal it will tmdoubtedly bo 
a very serious matter fcir the young liot- 
ors. It was also developed that dynaniitu 
was obtained in Now Vork citv from the 
father of one (if tho young ii, on iinplicit- 
ud. It was sent to MiddJetown by ei- 
press, three of tlie bombs being used and 
three others hidden for future use. The 
reports from the hospital to-night state 
that Hubbard is comfortable, and the 
physician is confident of his recovery.

Tlio practice which was initiated last year 
of going on with supply before tho deliv- 
ery of the budget lilts again been put in 
fince su that on gcjveriiment days— Tues- 
days and Fridays — there is plenty of work 
to be done. Other diiys wlien private 
moinbeVs' business liavo tho jireference, 
an.opiiorluiiity is given to air tho little 
"fads" which certain members doUght in. 
Next week, however, the debate on Sir 
Richard Cartwright's resolution in favor 
of Canadii making her own coiiniiercial 
treaties is coming u|) and it has been d(^- 
cided to carry on the debate every day--- 
with the exception of government days — 
until coticluded. The opposition would 
have liked to steal every day iu the 'week 
but the gorernmeut .would not cousont to 
this and rightly so. Last yoir three 
weeks were wasted iu contiiiiums discus- 
sion on the unrestrtcted recii)rocity (|iies- 
tion, and if the opposition are thinking of 
talking that length of time on Sir Rich- 
ard's motion til is seiisou they will simply 
do it at tlieir own expense. 

AN LMrORTANT MATTER. 

It is a matter for regret that mainland 
jealousy of 'Victoria should militateagainst 
united action on the part of the British 
Columbia members in reference to com- 
pelling the Japan-China steamers, under 
the proposed new agreomont, to call at 
Victoria. It appears that tho Federal 
authorities have no say in tho matter at 
all, although thoy are anxious to meet 
Victoria's wishes in this regard. Aa tho 
matter rests entiroly with the Imperial 
Government, it will be incumbent upon 
your people to take prompt action to- 
wards memorializing the authorities at 
London on the subject, and it is suggested 
— and I deemed the proposal of sulUciont 
i'.!;]M'rtT!iL'e m to innntinn it in niy last 
night's despatch — that the city council of 
Victoria, the board of trade, and other 
intluontial bodies in your fair city, follow- 
out this course. Possibly, also, the Pro- 
vincial Legislature— composed of a body 
of men interested in the welfare of Brit- 
ish Columbia — would also t«ke up tho 
matter. At any rate, there is no time to 
bo lost. 

THE Oin'OS!T10N'.S rOLICY. 

It is amusing to note the gingerly way 
with which the opposition treat the un- 
restricted reciprocity question. As a mat- 
ter of fact, open advocacy of the fad has 
been dropped altoirether and the party 
programme appears to bo to attack the 
National Policy by piecemeal. Wo have 
had two samples of tho change of base 
this week and it can bo truthfully said 
that the Opposition have gained nothing 
by their endeavors. One subject— the re- 
moval of the duty on arliticial fertilism's-- 
the total of which ainoinits to tho iiiuniti- 
cent sum of 9400— gave rifle to the query: 
"Have you heard of the Opposition's ne-.v 
pcdicy r' "No, what is that?" And then 
came tho answer in one word, "Manure." 
The other topic disousaed was the ques- 
tion of the corn duties, arising on a mo- 
tion of Dr. Landerkin's that farniors 
should be allowed a rebate on corn im- 
ported for feeding purposes. The debate 
was a good one — some conservative mem- 
bers si)eakiiig iu favor of the motion — but 
as a party move tho whole thing was 
spoiled by the fiissy meint)e]r for Bromu 
who proposed an amendment that tho 
corn duties bo removed altogether. When 
the division came to he taken two Oppo- 
tionists, Messrs. Campbell and Buer, wero 
driven into the ininistorial ranks, because 
the removal of tho duties would injure 
their constituents, and instead of securing 
any Conservative votes, through tlie ofli- 
cious meddling of Mr. Fisher the 
Opposition found a solid phalanx 
of govorniiicnt votes arrayed againt thoni.

LoN-Do.N, Fob. 23.— Altlunigh tho cir- 
cumstantial reports which have boon cur- 
rent during the last few days as to tho de- 
mands the government will make upon 
tho army and navy estiumtes, luny bp dis- 
jinissod as iii%ro ■ siieculiit'ion, ' 'there 
is no reason to doubt that the ministerial 
[iroposala will be of a soiiiowhai formid- 
able character. Tiie best proof of this 
will bo found in the fact that tho govani- 
ment have freely anticipated a severe 
party struggle over tho eatiinatea. Sev- 
eral conservative members who had made 
arrangements which would have neceasi-' 
fated their absenting themselves during 
the early jiart of the session, have been 
warned that their attendance while those 
Jirijjiosals are discussed is urgently re- 
nuired. JMure than this, tisliing inquir- 
ies have been adtlressed to certain 
unionist quarters in order to ascertain 
how far Chamberlain's recent declaration 
upon the subject may be tegarded OB bind- , 
ing upon his colleagues. Lord Harting- 
ton's iiersoual adhesion to tho largo 
scheme for increasing the ellicacy of tho 
army and navy is generally reiiort- 
ed to have been obtained in the course of 
the autumn session, but the ipiestioii has 
lint been discussed at any meeting of his 
folli overs, ni;r has any attempt been' made 
to lind out their Bontimeiits. Certainly, 
some of the unionists are at least as 
strongly opposed to. the extraordinary 
increase of the national armament 
as any follower of Gladstone, 
but it remains to be seen how fur 
they can bo converted to tho ■ 
of the goyeriiinont. This. much aplIieaES • 
to be certain, that if theyoau carry.the 
unionists with them, the government ai^ ' 
prepared to go a very long way— indeed 
much further than they contemplated 
at tho time tlio original promise was 
made to the "service" iiicmbors. It. is 
perhiqis to prejiaro tho public mind for a 
jiolicy of this kind that the persistently ' 
gloomy view is exi)ressod in official quBr- ' 
ters with reference to the European pros- 1 
pects in the spring. The most alarmist , 
rumors which have recently been afloat 
may be traced to quarters whore great re- 
serve is usually inaiiitaitied in regard to 
such matters, and where stories of war- 
like developments aro geiiorall}' pooh- 
]ioolied. However, there ia unquestion- 
ably some genuine foundation for the ap- 
prehensions, which Salisbury personally 
IS known to share. 

THE queen's .speech 
removes all doubt,that the negotiations at 
Guatung between the Indian authorities 
and Chinese hare been definitely brdk«i , 
otl', and England is now face to face with 
a possibility of a campaign in Thibet 
itself. Thero is no reason to believe that 
the Chinese government have acted in. 
bad faith, or that thoir repruseutative did 
not faithfully reflect the views of his mas- 
ters in Pekin. The rock upon which the 
negotiations split was the Chinese demand 
that if Sikkim recogniiei British authority 
alone in future, Engi.uid should rendoL- 
some sort of acknowledgment of Chineae 
suzerainty there. No doubt the 
curious and equivocal ligreemoiit 
made with regard to Upper Burinali, sug- 
gested to the Chinese a similar arrange- 
ment for Sikkim. Under this agreement 
England is pledged to dispatch an em- 
bassy with presents to Pekin every five 
years. Tho British authorities submitted 
to this tribute in the case of Upper 
Punnali because, surrounded as they were 
with diliiculties of all kinds after tho fall 
of Thebaw, they belii^ved almost anything 
preferable to Chinese hostility. In Sik- 
kim the same reasons do not apply, 
;.nd, bcaidco, it ia very doubtfnl 
luiw much power the Chinese 
envoy had to compel the Lama 
to observe any arrangement he made. It 
seems probable that Colonel Graham will 
have to cross Belapon to enter the 
Choombi valley, and ho will remain there 
at least until early summer. Choombi is 
a narrow- district which projects south- 
wards from Thibet, between Sikkim and 
Bhortan, and extends a short distance 
along the Indian frontier. It is surround- 
ed by lofty mountains, and its climate is 
understood to bo milder in winter than 
iiKLst of the neighboring regions. 
It has two largo towns — Choom- 
bi and Phari — whence start the 
Tiiibetan traders on thoir annual 
journeys through the passes to Darjeeliiig. 
It belongs to Thibet, bat liy an niionialous 
arrangement is guverned by the Rajah of 
.Sikkim, who spends a part of tho year in 
Choumbi and part in Sikkim. Indian 
military ollicors state that tho British ad- 
vance should not extend beyond Choombi, 
and that it is clear an expedition through 
the vast solitudes of the Himalayus to 
Lliassa is not to be thought of. The 
iacred city of Thibet is iiliout fifteen days 
/rom Choombi, which iiieana perhaps six 
weeks for an army, and iu London 
military circles there is a decided feeling 
against sending the prosunt inadequate 
British forces in Sikkim to penetrate the 
most difficult country in the world, near- 
ly two months journey from supplies, or 
reinforcementH especially. It is plain 
China will aid tho Thibetiaiia. Said an 
ciid 1 ndiaii ollicer to-day, "when once this 
litllu war begiu.-i, it iij impo.saiblo to toll 
u'hitlierit will lead England", and this is 
ihe opinion of all tho oiUcers who have 
.■ioeii service in India.

The (lUcsliDii of oxtondint; tho limits 
haa been boforu tlio pooplo of Victoria for 
too short a tiuio for thoui to thoruuglily 
consider the many urgent reasons thero 
are for the change. There is oiio point, 
however, which should bo aullioient to in- 
duce them to favor tho extension, If 
munioipalitit'-i ,\ro foriiietl just on our bor- 
ders, it will not uhly iiioim tliut iniprovo- 
monta will bo slow, iind thus to h curt.iin 
extent retard tho progress of tho city, but 
whon thu tiuiocoiuoB when it isactually iie- 
co.s.sary toainioxa purtitm of the tnunicipal- 
ity to tile city, it can only bodunowith tiio 
consent of tlie former, and perhaps at a 
very great exponae. It cost Montreal 
hundreds of thoustvnds of dollars to take 
iuHochelage and other villages surround- 
ing that city, and, if municipalities are 
formed on Victoria's borders, in live 
years it may prove a source of largo «i- 
l)on30 to extend tho [city's boundaritis. 
Man othor reasons ciui be riuotod, but wo 
tru.st the interests that aro at stako 
will induce a unanimous vote of tlie 
council to favor the pivsent proposed 
extonaion of tlio city'a liuiit.s. It the 
pro|)osal i.-i not cai i ied oiit, and iiimiici- 
palitics aro formed .-la intended in tlio in- 
terest of lauded pntprietors, a ye;ir or two 
\rill demonstrate the injustice and injury 
which has been done Victoria by the 
failure of'the councU to carry out what 
•we are convinced is the earnest desire of 
nine-tenths of its citizens. 



TARIFF CHANGES. 

Wo are glad to see that Sir John Mac- 
donnld did not give tho delegation of On- 
tario millors who asked for an addition of 
lifty cents a barrel to the duty on Hour 
much oiicouragouiont. llo .said very truly 
that tho people believed that if an addi- 
tional duty were placed on flour the 
money would come out of their pockelH. 
A tax on bread is a tax of the worst kind. 
If Canada raises more wheat than its in- 
habitants can consume, it will not be an 
importer of eitlior wheat or flour to any 
groat extent. No one thinks of sending 
coals to Newcastle or Nanaimo. If tho 
people of any part of Canada sro obliged 
to iniiiort their bread they .ihould bo able 
I o gut it as cheap aa it can bo procured. 
Why should tho minor or the fishorraan 
or tho mechanic of British Columbia bo 
compelled to pay lifty <n- sixty cents ad 
ditional for a barrel of tlour in order that 
( )iitario millers may get rich more quickly 
What have the Ontario millers done for 
thorn? Sir John Maodonald had, we have 
no doubt, good warrant for saying, that tho 
IJritisli Columbia momburs would bu o] 
]K)Bed to tho proposed increaao of duty on 
Hour. Thoy liad most probaldy been cm- 
vaaaed on tho aul)joet, and had oxpras-sed 
thoir opinion of tho increased flour tax in 
protly ))laiu toruis. 

Tho niodosty of thu managers of tho 
Vancouver smelting works in asking for 
an iuoruaso of duty on lead cannot be auf- 
ticioutly admired. They have aa yet pro- 
duced no lead. No one has tho slightest 
iiloa (if what the quality of tlio load which 
tho ^'allcouver works may produce will bo. 
'I'hoy can give no guuarantou that one 
rtingla pound of it will bo such aa can be 
naoil in tho difloront canning eatabhah- 
niont.s of tlio Dominion. None but tho 
very purest lead can bo usotl in tho cun- 
neries. If the lead produced by tho Vau- 
l ouver smelting works is pure and can be 
used in the caimoriea without danger, 
ttiere will be a largo demand for it in all 
parts of the Dominion. But it is nuist 
unreasonable to burden interests hi which 
millions of dollars are invested with an 
additional duty on lead for tho chanco of 
lionefiting a siii;,do smoltiii;^ establish 
inunt on whicli (Jiily a few tliousand dollara 
iiavo boon cxpondod. When tho Vancouver 
ainelting works havo been in operation for 
a while, and when tho ([uality and the ((uan- 
tity of their lead product is well known. 
It will then be time enough for those who 
manage them to ask for a protective duty, 
l>ut in their present stage of development 
it would be in the highest degree impru- 
dent and unjust to othor interests to 
Ljrant their reipiest.

think that if the teacher gives this systoni 
au honest trial, and goes about it with a 
choerfui. mind he will find that keeping 
tho recoi-d will bo a benelit to himself as 
well as to the pupils. Wo use tho niascu- 
lino pronoun for we have not tho audacity 
to oflbr advice to llio ladies. 

As to taking the monthly record off tho 
rooitjition records, this ia a very simple 
matter. It takes time, of course, but tho 
teaaherhas inuoU more than sufbcient 
time to do it in without ' trenching upon 
tho hours that should ibe devoted to teach- 
ing. We are decidedly of - opinion that 
tho business of diily' marking can be easi- 
ly done by tho teacher who goes about it 
syBtoinaticnlly without losing five niinuten 
in a week of tho time which should bo de- 
voted to tho buBinoss of teaching pure and 
simple. 

Will tho teachers permit us to add an- 
otlier consideration '/ It is (jften said that 
tho man, or tho woman, who has spent 
some years of his or her life, in teaching, 
is a useless creature if required to turn 
his or her attention to any othor business. 
Teachers have not been trained to doing 
work which is part inochanical and part 
intellectual, gysteuiatically. Now, keep- 
ing thusu marking tablen will bo good 
practice in this kind of work. It will bo 
a kind of book-keeping, and if toachora 
niado it a duty of doing it proniijtly, regu- 
larly and neatly, they will find them- 
selvos greatly benefited by the work if it 
over should havo to be theic duty to keep 
other kinds of records. We do not hide 
from the teachers that there is work in 
this daily marking system, but it is work 
that they aro paid to do, and work that 
will do them good rather than harm. Wo 
need not say that tho groator part of it 
ahoulil bo done out of tho regular school 
hours. We bulievo that tho tuacher wli 
iioiiestly tries to workout this syBloni and 
to perform, with regard to it, all that tho 
Governniont requires, will, in a very short 
time, realize the truth of tho text that 
"In all labor there is profit."

NOT EXCITABLE. 

The men who aro endeavoring to get up 
a religious contest in the Dominion have 
been trying to induce the Bov. George 
M. Grant to join the fray. The Rev. gen- 
tleman is clear-headed and far-sighted. 
He does not feel disposed to aid those 
who aro b(jiind to stir up religious strife 
in this peaceful country. He wants to bo 
sure of tho rightoousness of tho cause 
which tho agitator:! art: ail v.,"j:!.t!;ig before 
he consents to .-lid them. Ho has only 
recently returned from a long visit to 
Australia and Asia anil lie is not very well 
ac(iuaiutu(l w ith uU that happened in the 
Dominion while ho was away. Hewant.s 
more information about the Jesuits Ea- 
tates Act before he takes upon himself to 
pronounce upon tho wisdom of the course 
which those are pursuing who desire to 
make the refusal of tho fJovornineiit of 
the Dominion to disallow it tho grounds 
of an extensive polilico-religious move- 
ment, lie says to them who are asking 
him to j(jin tliom: 

"Even if tho case lie exactly as you re 
present, I fail to hco the perfect wisdom 
or riglitcousmss of the action you pro- 
pose to take..;' lie then goes on to say: 
"As far ai 1 understand, it is proposed 
thai a Protestant alliance, with politicnl 
objects should bo formed. Whether such 
an alliance be called Doniiiiiun, Kvango- 
lical or l'rolest:vnt, its nlijoct would ho to 
iirray ono corporate religious vote against 
another. 'Tho oU'ect of tluit would ho to 
divide the coumiunity into two hostile 
factions — one Roman Catholic, tho other 
Protestant— and thus to establisii in Can- 
ada a state of things that has been tho 
curse of Ireland. All history teaches us 
to dre.vl ecclesiastical interference in tlie 
jiolitical rcLiion, no niatler by what high- 
miundiiig n.-une the ecclesiastic.-U [leraon- 
ago, coinl or body is known. 

"la no action then to be lakou and no 
organization to bo attempted against what 
you call 'gross and palpable folly or in- 
juaticeV No oiu.- would say so. Hut ac- 
tion liuisl lie taken liy us a.s citizens, not 
as memliers of llii.s or tli.-it religious body. 
It ih as mui-li llio inturest uf llie Koiiian 
Catholic as of tin; l';piscopal, iMelliodist or 
Presbyterian citizen that no piditic;d folly 
«r injustioo shall be done in Canada. 
Every man, however, is attached less or 
moro passionately to his own Church, and 
if other Churchea attack it ho feels him- 
self in honor buund to dofoiid it, oven 
whon lie suspecls tliat ho i:: on the wrong 
side, lint as fellow oil izon.s we are all in 
one b(jat. Whatever InirtH tho Imiit. hurls 
all alike. Ijet us, therefore, enlist the 
sympathies of all in stopping le:iks, re- 
pairing fractures and putting down (ui- 
croachnients or attempted mutiny on tlu- 
part of any."

The controversy on the subject of daily 
marking in schools ha.i bocoino rather 
lively. The opponents of tho practice are 
ondeavoring to create tho impreaaion that 
it is unnecoaaary and that it ia not approv- 
od by tho tcachors of tho province as a 
body. .Siuiie strong hmguage is n.i^ed by 
one or tw(j of the disimtanta which is 
nuite uncalled for. The object of the 
system ia to increuae tho ofliciency of the 
schools and to keep both the Governniont 
and the parents informed as to the pro- 
gress made by each individual pupil and 
by the several schools as a whole. This 
object is, without doubt, a good one, and 
it is only by giving tlie daily marking 
system a fair trial that it can hoascorlain- 
cd whether it is calculated to attain it or 
not, Scoldin;,; the (Jovermnent, the 
[irincipal o(tici;ils of tho Department of 
I'^diicalion ur tho teachors r^■ill not help 
any one to arrive at an intelligent con- 
cjlusion as to its merits. It will, indeed, 
havo the efloct of prejudicing some of the 
teachers against the system and pruveiit 
their doing it justice. 

A great deal is said about the loss of 
time which doily marking occasions. Tim 
school hours, it is agreed, should bo spent 
in teaching and not in marking. There 
is much app:ivent force in this objection. 
The zealous, consoiontions teacher hales 
to loao a uioiueiit. llo or she tiiida the 
school hours short enough to do tin; work 
of teaching in without t.-ikiiig any of it to 
do this daily recofiling. lint need 
any of tho toacliing time bo really lust in 
keoping the record of marks/ There is 
nothing to himler the tciclior having in 
his hand a projiorly prepared list of tlio 
pupils in his class and noting with liia 
pencil the quality of each child's perfor- 
mance aa he recites. This can boat be 
done while the work is going on. Tho 
f:ict that tho teacher stands, pencil 
in hiind, to record how the iiupil doon his 
work keeps both scliobirs and te:iclioi' on 
ihei/ui r/vc, and [irovenU them dnniinL; 
iivin- their work. Uulliie.-.-i ;uiil iiialon- 
tiiin are the teiicher's two gruato.'il une- 
niioH. If tho pupils got listless and inat- 
tentive — which they will be sure to do - 
if the teacher himself is not wide awnku 
and ready to note any breach of discip- 
line that is committed, very little real 
progress will be made in tho school. Wo 
think we can see how this marking can 
bn made a means of keeping the nciioo' 
lively and in gooil working trim. We 
ro]ii'at that there need be no tiuio lost 
during sciiool hours in ket'ping a record of 
how tlio pupils acquit tlieuisolveH. All 
tluit tho toaolier has to do is to h,\vo 
(Ui what we may call a "blotter" the 
n:uii<'N of lliu members of tho diiferont 
classes in regular order and jot down 
each recites his judgmojit on the work 
donu. There may be other and better 
ways of doing the marking without loss of 
time, hut this, we think, would ho oflect- 
ivo. 'Then it would not t«iko long after 
aclnxd hours to transfer tho record on tho 
blolLor to tho reoitivtioii record, with 
wliicli the teaclnn- is supplied by the gov- 
oriniieiil. Tho iiniouni, of writiiiL; t 
dono is very small, ami the caloulalioim 
ui'u vl thu VHsiiisb uud aiuiplciit kind. Wu 



QUEBEC'S FINANCES. 

Tho Finance iVIinistor of tho Quobec 
Proviiu'i:d (iovornuient was alilo to make 
asploniliil showing for the past year. The 
revuinio exceeded the expenditure by 
§373,000. . It was a treat for the repre- 
sentatives of tho people of Quebec to find 
that there was a surplus in the Treasury. 
They have had nothing but deficits for 
many years. But tho present prosperity 
is moro apparent than real. The (Jov- 
ernniont has been most industrious in 
collecting ita debts. It Ima .secured lai-go 
aunis that were duo it and those sums have 
sv oUod the revenue to an abnormal ex- 
tant. If tho Government had to depend 
upon its ordinary sources of rovoiiuo there 
would this year bo a delicit instead of a 
surplus. This business of debt collecting 
will soon become unprofitable and then 
Quebec will have to try to make the 
year's expenditure and tho year's taxes 
and othor sources of revenue balance- 
This will test Mr. Mercior's financial abil- 
ity. It ia ea.iy getting <ut whon there aro big 
windfalls to (lick up, but it will bo harder 
work when there will be nothing to fall 
b:ick iqion. Mr. Mercior's pet scheme of 
increasing tho provincial inconio was by a 
forced consoliibit ion of tho public debt,. 
Ho exp«otod to havo nothing to do but to 
tell the creditors of tho province who 
hold its bonds bearing five and six per 
cent, interest, and having many years 
still to run, that they must change them 
for bonds of equal amount bearing a lower 
rate of interest or take payment of the 
bonds at their face in cash. Ho procured 
tho passage of a law containing a compul- 
sory clause to this ofi'oct, but tho Federal 
( iovernmont'a ideas of public honesty 
were somewhat dilTereiit from Mr. Mer- 
cior'a, and the Act waa disallowed. .So 
Mr, Morcier cannot make the large s:iving 
ho oipocted at the oxpoiiBo of thu public, 
creditors. Tho people of Quebec aro im- 
patient of taxation, so the prospect ahead 
of the Finance Minister when there are 
no more debts to collect is not inviting. 
But just now everything is lovely with 
the Quebec Government as far as money 
matters are concerned.

ALL ALONG THE LINE. 

Rapid Advancement of tho Soimd Citles-Th« 
Tacoma Smcltor— The Great Futnre of 
the I'aciflo Northweit. 

A gentleman of this city, who haa been 
paj'ing H viait to all the .Sound cities, ro- 
jiorts building ojierations evorywhoro on 
the line to be booming as they never have 
before. ' At Seattle excavationB for new 
brick blocks are to bo seen on every hand. 
Tho grading of tho now railway from Se- 
attle to Whatcom has already boon com- 
menced by the contractor, Mr. Bonnstt, 
and work will be pushed with despatch. 
The new road proper will be from Fair- 
liavon to Wliiitcoin, a branch running into 
.Seattle, with Bellingham Bay and Se- 
homo on tho main lino. 

At Tacoma building materials cannot bo 
obtained fast enough to supply tho de- 
mand. The work of erecting many now 
business blocks and handsome residencoa 
ia, in conscipience, at a standstill. 

About four miloa from Tacoma rapid 
progreas is being made in thn erection of 
the smelter and reduction works, which, 
when conii)leted, will have cost in tho 
neighborhood of ?2,225,000. They will bo 
under the nianagomeiit of Mr. Perkins, a 
gentleman woll acquainted with mining 
and minerals in every form. Fine whirvoi 
are being built near the smoltor, and by' 
the latter jiart of March, Mr. Perkins will 
be in a position to buy ores all over tho 
country. -An abundance of what may be 
tornicd "wot ores," such as the majority 
of the ores that have as yet been dis- 
covered in British Columbia and which 
appear to bo conoentratuig, is very desir- 
able, and tho ores of this province will 
find a ready market in Taconia as soon as 
the new smelter is in working ordor. 

At Port Tovvnsend, Bolliiigliam Bay, 
Whatcom and Port Angeles, building op- 
erations aro to bo mot with at every turn. 
Each of these coining cities appear pros- 
perous, and give evidence of a great fu- 
ture. One indication of tho stability of 
tho growth and progress of the Sound 
cities is to bo noted in the fact that the 
town of Fairbaven has not, and will not 
for some tiiiio, put a ainglo lot on the mar- 
ket. When they do so, they will have a 
special build ing clause, and not one lot 
will be disposed of for speculative pur 
poses. The indications all Iho way from 
Victoria to Tacoma, point to the fact that 
British Columbia and the Sound is on the 
evo of tho greatest boom, or rather the 
most rapid loi;itinmte development, that 
tho west b;i.s ever been, 

THE NEW TUG. 

rrogross of the Work -The Finest and Stron' 
Rest Ivig on tba Coast. 

A visit to Laing's ways yesterday aftor- 
noon shows that Mr. E. C. Havener aud 
his men have not be«n idle during tho 
jiast few weeks, and tho now tug which is 
there being built for Hon. Robt. Buna 
muir is in consequoiice fast asauniiiig form 
and beauty. Tho particulars of tho now 
boat havo already boon given, and com- 
ment upon tho strength and grace of her 
lines would bo useless. Sho must bo 
visitod to be apjireciatod. 

The ceiling is now coin|)loto. Tlio 
hanging kiieos and lodging knees are nil 
ill, as well as tlio deck frainoa, and tho 
ship carpeiitora' work will bo complete 
when the planking, about half of which is 
to do, is tinislied. The hull will then be 
caulked, co]iper fastened and sheathed, 
and il is exi)ected the boat will bo ready 
to launch some tiiiio in April. Native fir 
has been used throughout, except for tho 
bits, and not a craft afloat will have hotter 
tinibor, better jiut together. Tho triple 
o.xpansion oiiginos, which will bo used to 
work the 12-foot screw, aro being con- 
structed at the Albion Works, and will be 
built long before tho new tug is ready for 
laiiiicliing. 

The new tug will draw lo feet of water. 
Below decks, she will contain one cabin 
in the stern, and tho forecastle and sluo), 
ing quarters for the men, forward. Un 
the main deck will be jilaced tho "house 
sixty feet in lenntli, containing tho engine 
rooms, ofBct'S, ilining rooms, pump room, 
etc. On the upper dock, tho pilot house, 
captain's room and a jirivato apartment t<i 
bo devoted to the owners' uso, will bo 
found. No proviaion has been made for 
carrying any other cargo than tho neces- 
sary amount of fuel, as the new tug is to 
be used iRilely in the towing trade. Twelve 
men are at work constantly and the tug 
will be floated with as littlo delay as pos- 
aible.
